To Assist Officers in the Discharge of
their Duty.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly
of the State of &‘egom

Section 1.” That any person wHo shall
wilfally refuse to assist an officer in the
lawful discha of any duty pertaining
to his office, when reques to do so by
such officer, such person shall be subject
to indictment therefor, and upon con-
viction thereof shall be punished by im-
prisonment in the county jail not less
than ten days nor more than thirty days,
or by fine of not less than $50 or more
than $500, or by both such fine and im-
prisonment, in the discretion of the
eourt.

Ingsmuch as it is of great importance
that officers should be rende nsgist-
ance whenever necessary, in the lawful
discharge of any duty pertaining to their
office, this act shall be in force and take
effect from and after approved by the
governor.

The silver pool investigation drags
along slowly and will result in a general
whitewashing of all concerned.
